The generous financial support of a member of the board oi 
trustees again makes it possible to add considerably this year to re- 
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ter of quota appointments, and in the metropolitan district some

When teachers in the 
School for the Deaf resign and undertake positions in the public 

school service, it is because of the incentive of larger pay In the lattei. 

These places are hard to fill because of the special training nece> 
sary to qualify in the schools for the deaf. It is stated that efforts 
have been made from time to time by the management to secure 
some betterment of the situation through legislative assistance, and 
the application of the Teachers' Quota Law. The only alternaic 
measure Of relief if this fails, is an increased per capita, grant for the 
pupils under instruction. Executive and departmental service con- 
tinues efficient. Departmental adjustments are excellent. General 
administrative conditions as to cleanliness and care of plant are good. 

Frequent domestic changes at times call for special supervision. The 

general care and training of the children reflects Conscientious and 
well ordered executive- interest and control.

Tin- Institution owns in fee-simple its present site on Riverside 

Drive facing the- Hudson River, This location has main desirable 
advantages of proximity to Rapid Transit Subwaxs. Yet within 
the last few yean the erection oi large apartment house dwellings 
close to the gate lines, gives notice of the large value of its holdings 
for residential purposes. The board of Management have had in 
mind the possibilities of a new construction at a new site. The de- 
tails of the general scheme of architecture- and type of construction

They reprc 
sent the hospital. Infirmary, and quarantine units. The remaining

plan, do still substantially meet routine institutional needs. 

'Ihe general repair condition of the Institution is good in point of 

plumbing and carpentry. Ihe interior painting has been doue 
piecemeal, owing to the high cost of such labor, and now presents 

in many of the main halls a. d rooms a condition which needs to b. 
cor.s.d -red. 

Ihe ceilings arc- unusually high, and have a large area of surface 
which his not been painted for a period of twenty-five to twent\ 
eight years.

M., 
years later his son founded the college known as Gallaudet Co'ih ■ 
now located at Washington, I). Q Callaudet College i«Ohe only 
College for the deaf in the world. Many deaf men and women have 
come from the different States and from other countries to secure a 
higher education, which they could not obtain in their h< me .states 
or countries. That was the work of Cod which inspired Gallaudet 
and De I.'Kpec to give their loving service.
